Landscape authorities advise that you plant not less than three plants of a kind in a 
group as such a planting makes a much more striking and effective color display in your 
garden. No doubt you have noticed that one plant of a kind just does not give a desired 
effect. In the larger gardens it is best to use six or even a dozen plants of one variety. 





Plant Strong Two-Year Transplanted Field Grown Clumps ——— 


This size, with very few exceptions such as Chrysanthemums, is the first essential to 
garden success. These are the kind of plants we grow for you. Do not be satisfied with 
skimpy plants out of a bed or distorted, crowded plants out of a row which some com- 
panies call field grown. Our plants are all freshly dug for each order and sent on their 
way to you the same day they are dug from our garden. This is of great importance 
to you. Most nurseries who sell by catalogues leave their plants lie around in bins in 
their packing houses for sometime until they get around to packing your orders. Conse- 
quently many of them are dried ic the point where they do not recuperate properly from 
the shock.

And further we are offering only those that can be depended upon to be in full bloom before 
October 15th, so as to escape severe frosts and freezing weather. Plant in a well-drained rich soil. 
Pinch back’ when the plants are a foot high to make bushy plants for the most bloom. Cushion 
Chrysanthemums do not need pinching back. About December 15, break down the dead tops and 
cover the plants a few inches deep with straw, leaves, or loose litter for the winter.
